WOMAN TIED,

LIFE SAVINGS 


Aged Mundare Widow 
Victim of Two Thugs, 
Taken to Hospital 


MUNDARE, June 21.—Bound and 
gagged, with the bed covers pulled 
over her head, while two men ran- 
secked her house, stealing her} 
life's savings, Mrs. S. Gulevich, | 
aged widow, was taken to the Gen-| 
eral hospital here Wednesday, after 
she had struggled out of her house 
and crawled across the street in the 
early morning. 

Mrs. Gulevich was awakened at 
1:20 am. Wednesday, finding two 
men in her room, They tied and 
gegged her and one of them held 
her down in bed with his hand on 
her throat while the other serched 
the house. A roll of money, her 
life’s savings, which she had hidden 
in a rolled oats package under the 
stove was taken. 

Leaving her tied, with blankets 
piled over her so that she could 
not call for help, the men fled. She 
worked out of bed, crawled across 
the street and arrived bleeding and 
terrified at a neighbor's house. 

Police are investigating but have 
few clues to work on, as the widow, 
with the clothes over her head 
did not see the men, They wore 
gloves while working.

today. 


LIFEBOATS CAPSIZE 

In the wild panic that followed 
the crash, 20 women were low- 
ered to the water in a lifeboat; 
it drifted too close to the whirl- 
ing propellers and capsized. 

Three women were lost and a 
fourth snatched from the churn- 
ing waters, who died soon after- 
ward from her injuries, when the 
first lifeboat upset. 

Another lifeboat, also carrying 
20 women, was being lowered 
when the gear broke, plunging 
them into the sea.

| GIRL ADMITTED SHOT 

Annie Ferguson, a defence wit- 
| ness, startled the spectators when 
| she testified that on the day of the 
| killing Marcella frankly admitted: 
“It was not only him that did it. I 
fired the last shot at my Dad. They 
can't do anything to me as I am too 
| young.” Marcella also said, accord- 
ing to witness, that her father and 
| mother constantly quarrelled, and 
| she was not sorry for her father as 
he was mean. Another girl, Rachael 
Belcourt also testified that she 
heard Marcella tell the Ferguson 
girl that she had fired the fatal shot. 


ACCUSED DESCRIBES 
| STRUGGLE 

Upon the stand in his own behalf 
|the prisoner described a struggle 
; with the victim inside a barn and 
the manner in which the defence 

|claims the first bullet inflicted 
| frontal facial injury to the aged 
| man, Responsibility for the second 
shot which medical testimony 
said was the fatal wound, was 
placed directly upon Marcella in 
the evidence of the accused. 

He described the girl as view- 
ing the effects of the fifest bullet, 
grabbing the rifle while the ac- 
cused attempted to restrain her, 
and saying, “You might as well 
finish the job.” He replied that 
he could not do it. At this point, 
accused claimed Marcella said she 
would do it, and taking the rifle 
and ejecting the empty shell and 
reloading it, walked around in 
front of the injured man, and 
then walked to his rear, pointing 
the rifle, but before pulling the 

| trigger she turned her head away 
| and let go. The result was the 
| old man gurgled and struggled. 
| the girl ejecting the empty shell 
and carrying it away with the 
accused as they struck off across 
country and paid no attention to 
the cries of Mrs. Jobin for Mar- 
| cella as they left, 

Testimony of the accused Fergu- 
son was givens through an inter- 
preter, Napoleon McGillivray. Re- 
peatedly asked by the trial judge 

|to speak more loudly, witness said 
he could not, that his manner of 
speech was always quiet. Although 
\the interpreter was moved ten feet 
from the witness box, accused 
;could not be made to speak mare 
| loudly. 
| ACCUSED CONFIDENT 

Calm, collected and confident, 
Ferguson outlined his movements 
from March 12 to the time of his 
arrest on the afternoon of the 15th. 
He claimed that he went to the 
Jobin place at six o'clock in the 
morning and saw the old man do- 
ing his chores. He left the rifle 
outside the barn and asked the old 
man for a payment, that he owed 
him $50. He stated the old man 
swore at him and told him he 
would not give him a cent, where- 
upon he returned for the rifle and 
again entered the barn. 

Jobin, he stated, grabbed him 
with both hands, indicating to the 
jurymen that it was by the shirt on 
each side of his chest, and hit him 
on the right breast, at the same time 
Brabbing the rifle as Ferguson 
went to his knees with the old man 
still holding him. The rifle, upright 
between the both of them, just out. 
side the barn, struck the frozen 
ground and was discharged, the 
shot striking Jobin in the chin and 
going straight up his face, as medi- 
cal evidence of Dr. McIntyre dur- 
ing the morning session testified 

This bullet penetrated between 
the lower lip and lower teeth, tak- 
ing out the eve tooth on the left 
side, fracturing the jaw bone 
slightly and the left side of the 
nasal hone, and continued through 
behind the peak of the cap and on 
through into the air. 

Ferguson then took the rifle as 
the old man staggered about six 
yards and sat on the manure heap, 
again muttering an oath, and place 
ed it near the grain box inside the 
barn and then went back and saw 
Jobin still in the position he had 
left him. The accused then went 
into the house and got Marcella, 
returning to the barn. Marcella 
grabbed the rifle and the accused 
hung on to it and they went 
through the barn together. 

The trial was resumed this morne 
ing at 10 o'clock, with more de- 
fence witnesses to be examined. 
DEMONSTRATES SCUFFLE 

Unshaken in cross-examination in 
his testimony that Jobin was shot 
accidentally when the gun butt 
struck the ground and that Marcella 
| Jobin, 16-year-old daughter of the 
deceased, fired the second and fatal 
shot, Ferguson demonstrated his 
jencounter with Jobin, Corporal 
Faulkner acting the second part 

He showed that Jobin, grasping 
| him by his shirt front, forced him 
to his knees, at the same time call- 
ing him a foul name. The gun drope 
ped, muzzle upward and, he swore, 
discharged when it struck the fro- 
| zen ground, Jobin, it was stated, 
was considerably taller than the ac- 
| cused, 


OBJECTS TO LETTERS

NAZI LINER — 
WRECKED ON 
NORWAY FJORD 


Holiday Vessel Dresden 
With 1,000 Aboard 
Ripped By Rock 


HAUGESUND, Norway, June 
21—Three women lost their lives 
yesterday when the 14,000-ton 
German liner Dresden, carrying 
1,000 Nazi holiday passengers, 
struck a rock in a fjord near 
here. The bodies were brought 
to Stavanger aboard the rescue 
vessel Kink Harald, which took 
off 700 of the Dresden's passen- 
gers after racing to the scene in 
response to SOS calls. 

Fears were expressed that there 
may be others missing but nothing 
definite could be learned until lists 
of passengers and crew have been 
checked. ; 

With a gaping hole in her port 
bow, the Dresden was beached aft- 
er the crash in a smal! bay on Kar- 
moey Island, where the other pas- 
sengers and crew were taken off 


LIFEBOATS CAPSIZE 

Some of those rescued said that 
two lifeboats capsized, one by 
breakage of her lowering gear and 
the other by coming too near the 
vessel's screw.

True to the traditions of the sea, 
the captain was one of two men last 
to leave the stricken steamer as she 
perched precariously on her island 
berth, The other one was the wire- 
less operator who had stayed at 
his post dispatching dramatic calls 
for assistance, 

A thick mist hung over the fjord 
as the Dresden plowed toward her 
destination, Reports indicated the 
rock upon which she struck was 
submerged, although this had not 
been verified by ship's officers.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Tuesday's election contests in Ontario and 
Saskatchewan were not tests of strength, they 
were slaughterings. They are symptomatic of 
feeling in other parts of Canada. 

In-Saskatchewan not a single cabinet min- 
ister or a single government supporter survived 
the storm. It's true that Pre- 
mier Anderson came _ into 
power in 1929 in a province 
historically Liberal, not of 
his own mevit or that of his 
supporters, but through being 
the beneficiary of a fortui- 
tous combination of circum- 
stances. It’s true that he and 
his ministers were tyros in 
politics and made the blun- 


der of thinking that they 
J. S. Cowper could cold shoulder their 
friends and win their opposition into loving 
them. ‘ 


But they gave Saskatchewan excellent ad- 
ministration; changed mud highways to hard 
surfaced roads; secured return of their natural 
resources from the Federal government and 
exploited their political connection with Ottawa 
so successfully that with little hope of ever 
being able to repay, they got $28,000,000 from 
an Ottawa administration which refused British 
Columbia $10,000,000 for a “work and wages” 
program .of development with unquestioned 
security. 


Both provincial governments suffered be- 
cause they happened to be the left half battal- 
ions of Federal Conservatism. The voters of 
Ontario and Saskatchewan voted to rebuke 
Premier Bennett; his relief dole system; his 
privately owned central bank, and his policy of 
so-called “sound money.” Men and women 
with little skill in economics had come to real- 
ize that the government which controls the 
creation of money and credit, that rules the 
banks, that sets railroad rates and tariffs is the 
government responsible for the slow return to 
normalcy in Canada. They struck at the Fed- 
eral government through Anderson and his men 
in Saskatchewan and through Henry and his 
men in Ontario. 


What does it portend? I discussed this ques- 
tion this morning with a former Conservative 
cabinet minister in British Columbia, one whose 
judgment is regarded with respect. From dif- 
ferent viewpoints we came to pretty much the 
same conclusions. 

It means the end of the C.C.F 
provincial politics 

Saskatchewan and Ontario voters found 
when they came to look into the matter as did 
the voters of British Columbia before them 
that the panaceas the C.C.F, advocate are use- 
less in provincial matters because they call for 
changes’ in our currency credit and banking 
systems that can only be exercised by the Fed- 
eral authority. It means the end of C.C.P.ism 
in the provincial arenas and it may end the 
C.C.F.’s chance in the Federal arena 

The arrows they have shot in vain in the 
provinces they had better have reserved for 
Ottawa where their target is. 

It means, too, that the provinces cannot be 
bought up by implied promises of favors to 
come or by the expenditure of large sums of 
money in election campaigns. If the contrast be- 
tween the treatment afforded Saskatchewan 
and British Colufnbia was intended as a warn- 
ing to the voters in Saskatchewan and Ontario, 
it has rebounded on the head of the Federal 


premier 


as a force in 


And if Mr. Bennett has reason for feeling 
chastened at the results in both provinces and 
for wondering whether privately owned 
central bank and chartered bank legislation 
will be allowed to stand, we agreed that a cer- 
tain portly gentleman at Ottawa who now leads 
the Liberal party has equal reason to fear the 
handwriting on the wall.

Guard Against Athlete’s 
Foot 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The fungus which causes athlete's foot is 
commonly found on the floors of gyninasiums, 
locker rooms, around swimming pools and on 
the tiles in public showers. The disease is 
picked up in walking through such places in 
bare, warm, moist feet. As may be suspected 
from the name, the disorder 
is most commonly found 
among those who are ath- 
letic. It is exceedingly com- 
mon among university stu- 
dents and probably three- 
fourths of the male students 
either have or have had 
athlete's foot. The reason 
more men are affected with 
this trouble is probably be- 
cause they are careless about 
Dr. F. McCoy protecting their feet and 
usually do not wear rubber bathing shoes. A 
second reason is that men usually do not give 
their feet the same care that women do, and 
this carelessness may lower the resistance of 
the feet to the microscopic vegetable parasite. 

If one member of the family picks up the 
disorder, he may spread it on the bathroom 
floor at home and other members may easily 
contract it. By first rubbing the infected feet 
with a towel and then other parts of the body 
it is possible for the infection to spread to the 
groins or arm pits. 

Several forms of this disorder are known, 
and the symptoms are itching, smarting, scali- 
ness, redness, thickening of the skin and cracks 
and fissures in the skin. The part under and 
between the toes is usually the first place in- 
volved. Athlete's foot tends to grow worse in- 
stead of better if it is not corrected. The treat- 
ment of athlete’s foot consists in applying pre- 
parations which will kill the fungi. To stop 
any possible re-infection from the shoes in 
which the fungi continue to grow, powdered 
sulphur may be sprinkled into the shoes twice 
a week at night, shaking the shoes out well the 
next morning. Putting gasoline on the shoes 
and allowing them to dry will also kill the 
fungi. All stockings should be boiled if pos- 
sible, or woolen hose should be sent to the 
cleaners 

Until your feet are healed, do not go bare- 
foot in a shower or along runways used by the 
public. I have found that local treatment of the 
affected area with strong ultra violet ray is very 
beneficial as the fungi are thereby destroyed. 
Whatever treatment is used one must persevere, 
since one small mnhealed-patch will be enough 
to start the trouble all over again. 

To protect yourself against ringworm of the 
feet, or athlete's foot, when some other mem- 
ber of the family has it, observe the following 
rules: (1) Do not walk barefoot, use slippers 
or rubber shoes. (2) Do not borrow articles 
such as shoes and stockings. (3) Do not use a 
bath towel shared by another. (4) Increase the 
resistance of the skin of the feet by wearing 
light cool shoes, bathing the feet often, chang- 
ing to clean hose frequently and exposing the 
feet to the sun and air. (5) When taking a bath, 
cleanse the tub with water as hot as possible. 
(6) While using a shower, stand on a clean 
thick towel and step onto a clean newspaper 
spread out on the floor. (7) Remember that the 
best way to rid the clothes or towels of the 
fungus is to use scalding hot water

I find that many 
patients have noticed this on themselves and 
think it is something unnatural. It seems more 
prominent in some people whose necks are not 
well rounded, whether they are too boney or 
have a padding of fat over this part of the spine. 

QUESTION—Miss F. H. inquires: “What 
causes a dark area around my mouth? Is it 
from kidney trouble, er something else?” 

ANSWER—Darkness of the skin around 
the mouth usually comes from some liver de- 
rangement which is invariably due to faulty 
diet 

QUESTION: Mrs. I. asks:

ANSWER: Talking in one’s sleep is usually 
due to digestive disorders. This trouble keeps 
the sleeper halfway between a sleeping and a 
waking state, and his subconscious mind is con- 
stantly at work.

A Day in Canadian History 


Sometimes officers of the civil 
service at Ottawa and the various 
provincial capitals protest against 
what they consider to be unjust 
regulations as to office hours. I 
wonder how many of them know 
of the first ukase issued in Can- 
ada stipulating the office hours 
of government employees? 

On June 21, 1803, General Peter 
Hunter, lieutenant-governor of 
Upper Canada, issued this order: 

“Notice is hereby given that 
regular attendance for the trans- 
action of the public business of 
the province will in future be 
given at the office of the Secre- 
tary of the Province, the Execu- 
tive Council office and the Sur- 
veyor General's office every day 
in the year (Sundays, Good Fri- 
day and Christmas Day only ex- 
cepted) from ten o'clock in the 
morning until three in the after- 
noon and from five o'clock in the 
afternoon until seven in the eve- 
ning.” 

Soon after the appearance of 
this notice, Alexander MacNab, a 
young clerk in one of the public 
offices, was innocently watching

Provincial electors decide national issues 


For the 
first time in Canadian history provincial elections have 
decided the fate of a Dominion government. 


The Bennett administration was definitely and over- 
whelmingly voted out of office in the Ontario and Saskat- 
chewan elections. 


Day by day as the election campaigns proceeded all 
local issues were pushed into the background by the force 
of public opinion and by an electayate resolved to strike 
for the re-opening of the gates of commerce, for the re- 
storation of wage scales and salary standards and com- 
modity prices and real estate values. 


Finally realizing that the present Ottawa policy is 
carefully designed for the enrichment of one class at the 
expense of all the other classes, the electors threw aside 
party lines and voted for national freedom and individual 
opportunity. 


The day of defeatist, reactionary government by and 
for special privilege is over, and the prime minister should 
not wait for the useless formality of a Dominion general 
election before tendering the resignation of his administra- 
tion to the Governor-General. 


The basis of a Canadian government remaining in 
office is confidence of electors in the policies of that gov- 
ernment. The electors have definitely rejected the Ottawa 
policies of today. Foremost in the causes of public revul- 
sion of feeling has been the disclosure that no high tariff 
protects wages, but that in Canada under one of the high- 
est tariffs in the world, wages have been reduced to the ex- 
treme of penury, and unemployment has become a fix- 
ture in national life. 


Next as active causes of public disgust came the pri- 
vately owned Central Bank; governmental flirting with 
union of railway management, cold water deluges upon 
any suggestion of trade expansion and reciprocity, and 
the proven certainty that the policy of keeping money away 
from the public is to continue in force. 


As a result of the positive verdict in Ontario and Sas- 
katchewan, the Governor-General is fully apprised of the 
public lack of confidence in the Ottawa government. 


The public has full right to expect and to receive im- 
mediate action. 


Just one act of constructive statesmanship remains 
open to the prime minister, and that is to make formal 
announcement that his regime ends at noon tomorrow. 
The day will be celebrated as another armistice day, pre- 
ceding but assuring the return of national freedom.

life under the Hitler regime is no 
| different to family life in any other 
part of the world, the Baroness von 
Hoderberg, now visiting Edmonton, 
made a striking plea for the sym- 
pathy of other mothers with the 
problems faced by German 
mothers, in an interview with the 


Bulletin in her room in the Mac- 
‘donald hotel on Wednesday. 
“You see,” she said with great 
earnestnéss, “so many reports that 
reach you are not right. You would 
not think from some of them that 
we afe people with our work and 
homes and love, the same as you, 
at all. If you could only visit our 


country you would see how differ: | 


ent it all is to what you have been 
led to believe. 

“Family life is no different there 
than here. We may have other 
things to eat and drink, but we are 
no different at heart. We knit, play 
bridge, visit, the same as you. And 
on Sunday we try to take time to 
get back to nature, to the flowers 
and trees and birds of our so beau- 


|} tiful country. We hate trouble 
} with other countries. Wes are 
‘really tired of war. War is not in 
|} our plans, we want to get back 


| again to the old peaceful days be- 
fore the war.”

CHARMING LADY 


Possessed of waving auburn hair 
and clear green eyes, the slender 
and youthful Baroness spoke

ALBERTA PAYS 
$425,000 PER 
| MONTH RELIEF 


Staggering Cost Empha- 
sized By Attorney-Gen- 
eral at Clover Bar 


Alberta relief is costing more 
than $5,000,000 per year and at 
present rates, using city, provincial 
and Dominion funds, $425,000 per 
month is being paid out to recipi 
ents. These figures were supplied 
Wednesday evening as Hon J, F 
Lymburn, attorney-general ad- 
dressed a meeting at the Clover 
Bar ®. F. A. meeting 

The government official contrast. 
ed this cost with the expense of 
Alberta government administration 
in all branches, which he placed at 
$8,196,957 based upon this year's 
estimates. He emphasized the fact 
that despite mounting costs no 
royal road out of the 
could be found at the present time 

As a case in point, Mr. Lymburn 
referred to a statement by the pre 
sent prime minister before the do- 
minion election of 1930, in whieh 
he said that the problem of unem 
ployment had then become national 
in its importance, and he proposed 


therefore that parliament hould 
formulate a definite plan of per 
manent relief to deal with this na 
tional problem, so that the Cana- 


dian people might not face a crisis 
in the coming winter without hav 
ing a remedy at hand, 

In British Columbia, the speaker 
also instanced, Premier Pattullo was 
reported as saying prior to the elec 


tion that “work at prevailing rates
